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Our New Statutes : 

ON January 30th,^985, the Board of 
Governors of MccMUniversity abol- 
ished the Corporation and replaced it by 
a new body, to be known as the Senate. 
To the majority of students the workings 
of the higher bodies at McGill are 'terra 
incognita;' something which they know 
exists, but have not the slightest idea juit 
what they are. 

Before the ne^y statutes just adopted, 
there were two important administrative' 
bodies, conducting the UniveraityV the 
Board of Governors, and the Corporation. 
The Board of Governors was in charge 
of all financial arrangements, appointment 
of professors etc. . The Corporation' was 
entrusted with the oversight- of all academic 
matters. 

Under the new statutes, the Board of 
^Governors will continue to exercise prac- 
tically all its previous functions, and v^ijl 
remain the dominant body controlling 'th'e 
University. A new body, called the Senate 
is to replace the old Corporation, and to 
carry on most of its duties; The great 
change is the difference in size between 
'the-Dld- Corporation, and the new Senate. 
Thé Corporation ' used to have in ' the 
neighborhood of eighty members, whereas 
the new Senate will be about half that 
size; or roughly ;,abbut, forty 

The Senate is the highest academic 
authority in the .University, and consists 
of the Chancellor, the Principal, the Deans 
of the Faculties, the Warden of; R.V.C., 
five of the Board of Govèrridrs, arid a cer- 
taiii number of elected members from the 
different faculties. Forming par,t of the 
Senate's fuiwtioris, are: (1) tKefMneral 
coritrol^iidMupervision oyer the A cS MiCTric. 
àctiymrafS'çKhe University and th^P^^ 
pline of the student body, (2) to recom- 
mend the establishment and discontinuance 
of faculties* schools and departments. 
|(3) To examine all academic projects etc. 
0y the granting' of all degrees. -(èy-Tà 
we^the Governors concerning any 'mat- 
when desirable. (6) The control of 
àn'"libï'âh''6.*î,' museums etc. (7) T6"pï'))Vîdg' 
for the affiliation of McGill with other 
academic bodies. (8) The regulation of 
admission, to the faculties, of students. 
(9) To regulàte academic dress aii'(^^ t)riit: 
versity ceremonial. (10) To déterminé 
the requirements of all degrees. . ( 11 ).- To 
fix the University Calendar. (12) -To, 
make all cominittces-.and'board8 which may 
be necessary to'carry out its duties.

1st wheats v.'hich are nàtùfaliy* fes'iat- 
ant to rust. Almost a thousand'Tarle- 
lies of these strange wheats h^.i planted 
%n the government farm near Wash-. 
Ington- But po„riist came to test their 
5tt«ngtti. So he'took Uiem out to Kan- 
sas', açd planted them there. But be- 
fore he could ' expéct any results to 
show there came A severe frost and 
killed off most ot his plants. That 
vast experiment was t faUure. .

He was a retired 
drilgglsC whose hobby was plant breed- 
ing. He had his own experimental 
farm and Was working on crabapple 
apllpluin breeding when the govem- 
méht'''^rae to 'him for help; and.: he 
tia<l already created ''tt- new strain.-; of 
gooseberries. In 1886 the' Canadian 
.Otovemment persuaded ' him to 'organ- 
ize a chain of Dominion Experimental 
farms.

- Wheat to trick the' early August 
frost, was the crying need of those 
prairie farms, and Saunders set out 
to'giye them what they needed. Like 
Oarleton, hé sent out all iwer the 
world for different strains of .'wheat, 
But Àe was not particularly intereétèd 



in drought-rertstant wheat; what he 
wanted, was types of wheot'-thai; woul«^j 
ripen early enough to Wt the kmiX 
And when he got them he picked out 
frwn among them ihe hardy, early- 
rlpenlng little Hard Calcutta that came 
from the Himalayas, and crossed it 
with the standard- bread wheat, tht 
Red Fife.
